MownrsRa., Que., Feb. 24.—[Special. ]—Pres- 
ident Van Horne of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way is out with a letter today in which he 
takes a decidedly Tory view of the political 


situation, In view of the millions of dollars.

The closing up of the local office of Banker 
Horner is the final scene in one of the smooth- 
est financial comedy-dramas now strutting in 
tawdry vestments before the public. It is 
only another phase of the lottery bond swin- 
dle for floating the worthless securities of lit- 
tle European principalities. 

How the Scheme Was Worked. 

The scheme is of European origin, and grew 
out of the practices of Hungary, Austria, and 
other countries in isgumg government bonds 
which entitle the holders, in lieu of interest, to 
participate in monthly drawings of a lottery 
under the supervision of the Government. 
This created a fever of speculation in those 
countries that aroused the cupidity of numer- 


ous men, who preyed on the masses by mak- 


ing fraudulent claims to having bonds which 
they would sell on monthly installments 
at greatly reduced rates. The purchaser 
was thus to become immediately entitled to 
the, drawings of his bonds, the numbers of 
which were furnished him on the first pay- 
ment. The bonds themselves were not to be 
delivered till full payment had been made. 
So great did this evil become that the various 
Governments, a few years ago, enacted 
stringent laws agdinst it. This had the effect 
of stopping the speculation in those countries 
and caused the dealers to change the base of 
their operations to other countries, and par- 
ticularly the United States. | 


Among the operators who gprang up in this 


country was E. H. Horner. Horner’s history 
reads like a French novel. He was a peddler 
of blacking on the streets of Philadelphia, be- 
gan the lottery-bond business on a smali scale, 
and is thought now to be worth between 
$5,000,000 and $7,000,000. Most of this he has 
transferred into European propertiés. 
Inspector Fleming said last evening that 
the operations of Horner extended into thirty- 
one States, wherein there are thirty-six judicial 
districts, in all of which he will be indicted.

RECIPROCITY AND ANNEXATION. 


Letters Written by Editor Farrer and Con- 
gresstnan Hitt on the Subject. 

Winxpsor, Ont., Feb. 24.—Sir Charles Tup- 
per addressed a large public meeting here last 
night. In the course of his speech he read 
two letters, one of which, he alleged, was writ- 
ten to Erastus Wiman by Editor Farrer of the 
Toronto Globe and the other to Mr. Wiman 
by Congressman Hitt. Farrer's letter, which 
is dated April 23, 1889, opens by stating that 
at present the commercial union movement is 
at a standstill, He gives three reasons for 
this, one being that a large number of people 
are inclined to think that “we had better 
make for annexation at once, instead of mak- 
amg two bites of a cherry. He goes on: 

It seems to me, and I have talked the thing 
over lately with maritime members as well as 
with Manitobans, that commercial union would 
only delay the coming of the event those people 
most desire. Hence, in the provinces referred to 
commercial union does not take hold, whereas an- 
nexation will always demand a hearing. In On- 
tario the Jesuit campaign has brought that aspect 
of things home to thousands who would not look 
at commercial union. Then again, the truth is 
that every man who preaches commercial union 
would prefer annexation, so that the Liberal 
party is virtually wearing a mask. 

Mr. Wiman seems to have forwarded this 
letter to Mr. Hitt, for the latter’s letter, which 
is dated April 25, 1889, commences by stating 
that he has. been much interested in Farrer’s

GEORGE HATHAWAY ON TRIAL.

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STANFORD’ S FIAT CURRENCY. 

The report by Senator Morrill of Vermont 
against the crazy Land Loan bill offered by 
Senator Stanford of California is a caustic ut- 
terance, telling good, wholesome truths in 
plain terms. The bill proposes to provide 
the Government with means sufficient to sup- 
ply the National want of a sound circulating 
medium.“ The means” demanded is un- 
limited mortgages on land for twenty years at 
2 per cent interest, and on these the Govern- 
ment would be required to issue legal tender 
notes to the borrowers. The bill presupposes 
a lie, as the country has already a sufficiently 
large circulation of sound money, and it of- 
fers one of the greatest fakes of modern times 
as an alleged remedy for an evil that does not 
exist. 

Senator Morrill calls attention to the col- 
lapse of several similar schemes in the past, 
and particularly to the one engineered by John 
Law, showing that every attempt to base cir- 
culation upon valuations of land has resulted 
in failure.

Our new unarmored cruisers have been con- 
structed for the express purpose of running 
down, capturing, and destroying the enemy’s 
merchant steamers and other craft, and the 
European Powers understand it perfectly.

harbor defense of ports like New York and

tion, and, evidently in connection therewith, 
deeply seated changes in nutrition, which cause 
the tissue to die off more or less quickly and 
deeply, according to the extent of the action of the 
remedy. . To recapitulate,“ he goes on to 
say, the remiedy does not kill the tubercle 
bacilli, but the tubercular tissue; and this gives 
us clearly and definitely the limit that bounds the 
action of the remedy. It can only influence liv- 
ing tuberculous tissue; it has no effect on dead 
tissue, as, for instance, necrotic cheesy masses, 
necrotic bones, etc., nor has it any effect on tissue 
made necrotic by the remedy itself.” In dead 
tubercular tissue living tubercie bacilli are 
often found. If the organisms so situated do not 
escape in some way from the body they may find 
a nest for themselves there, and so set up fresh 
centers of tubercular disease. 


The limitations laid down by Dr. Heron, 
who is a friend to Koch and disposed to make 
the most generous concessions, are in them- 
selves fatal to any practical or beneficial re- 
sults that can be expected from the Koch 
lymph, Colder and more unprejudiced criti- 
cism goes even farther and demonstrates ite 
failure, and still more searching criticism goes 
so far as to say that it not only does not cure 
but that in some cases it kills. It has failed, 
therefore, to reach the success of vaccination, 
which prevents small-pox, or of the Pasteur 
method, which cures hydrophobia, both made 
by the practice of injection. 

It does not follow, however, that the killing 
of bacilli by injection is a failure. It is 
simply Koch’s lymph that has failed, as Dr. 
Virehow predicted it would. Meanwhile 
other experimenters are at work. Drs. Shurly 
arid Gibbes in Ann Arbor and Dr. Liebknecht 
in Berlin are striving to solve the problem. 
The latter made his initial experiments upon 
monkeys and guihea pigs, going no further 
at first. Dispatches from Germany Sunday 
last report that he is so encouraged as to have 
‘abandoned the lower animals and taken hu- 
man patients for his tests. If he has not yet 
helped them, he has not killed any of them. 
That is encouraging. He aiso has had the in- 
dorsement of Prof. Virchow, which is of the 
highest consequence. The problem remains 
unsolved, but careful, patient, earnest scien- 
tists are at work upon it. What will be the 
result the future only can tell. Thus far ail 
that is certain is that tae Koch cure, not the 
theory, has ws failed.

It ae seem strange that though the act has 
been in force more than ten years, and has 
been made applicable to a score of ports of 
first arrival and half a hundred of final destina- 
tion, so little advantage has been taken of it 
by the interior. he amount forwarded 
under its provisions’ last year was less than 
one-seventeenth of the total imports, and of 
the $516,000,000 imports at New York less 
than $30,000,000 was forwarded to other cities 
without appraisement at that port. The New 
York Bulletin. professes to see in this fact 
“an indication of how little the natural course 
of commercial movements and relations be- 
tween trade are affected by legislation.” It 
might better have alluded to it as an evidence 
of the extent to which rascality in high places 
can render nugatory a law intended to benefit 
the people. The law has been deprived of its 
value by gross and systematic undervaluations 
of merchandise entered at New York, by 
which means interior merchants could buy 
far more cheaply in New York than by im- 
porting direct and paying duty on the higher 
valuations made at the port of: final destina- 
tion. Chicago merchants could sell the same 
silks at 10 or 15 cents per yard cheaper when 
they bought them from the New York im- 
porter than when they purchased them direct 
from the manufacturer in Lyons. 

The direct import trade of Chicago shows a 
decided gain during the last three months 
over the figures for the latest completed fiscal 
year, thanks to the Customs Administration 
act, which has been in practical operation little 
more than the three months alluded to. The 
merchant in this city now has about an equal 
chance with his competitor at the seaboard, 
and as a consequence he is no longer com- 
pelled to pay toll to the latter as a condition 
of domg business in imported goods. It is 
not probable that the trade will witness and 
assist in a repetition of the billing of $3,600,- 
000 of undervalued merchandise to New York 
as the port of final destination, but which was 
immediately forwarded to interior points.

Mantsox. Me., Feb, 24.—About 4:15 o’clock 
yesterday morning a large meteor, apparently 
about the size of a full moon, was observed in 
the sky.
